Three arrested as balaclavas 
alert police to suspicious car 


THREE men were arrested after police 
were alerted to four balaclava-clad men 
acting suspiciously in a Cambridge¬ 
shire village.

Antiques 
man keeps 
his licence 

THE owner of Ely’s prest¬ 
igious Waterside Antique 
Centre has appeared in 
court after being clocked 
speeding at 94mph. 

Tom Peters, who runs the 
Riverside business, was 
caught travelling at the 
speed on his motorbike. 

Police officers spotted the 
31-year-old as he sped along 
the A142 East Fen Road, 
Soham, where the speed 
limit is 60mph. 

Peters, of Appletree 
Grove, Burwell, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of speed¬ 
ing at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday 

The bench heard he al¬ 
ready had six points on his 
licence, meaning he was 
likely to be banned. 

But with a heavily-preg- 
nant wife and the detri¬ 
mental effects it would have 
on his company, magist¬ 
rates decided not to dis¬ 
qualify him. 

Pleading exceptional 
hardship, Peters said: “I have 
never been in trouble with 
the police and my motor¬ 
bike is now up for sale be¬ 
cause I don’t want this to 
happen again. 

“It is so easy to speed on a 
motorbike and I just acc¬ 
elerated too quickly” 

Peters had six penalty 
points endorsed on his lic¬ 
ence, giving him 12 points 
in total. 

The bench also fined him 
£100 and ordered him to 
pay £35 court costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

“As usual, Tesco is just 
trying to swallow every¬ 
thing up and it is so 
boring.” 

Cllr Philip Eden, 
chairman of the City of 
Ely Perspective group, 
said: “I don’t see why 
Tesco can’t leave Ely to 
other people. 

“Obviously, I can’t 
blame them commer¬ 
cially and it would be 
good to see the shop 


being occupied. 

“But its market here is 
already so massive and I 
don’t think it’s fair on 
other businesses trying 
to survive.” 

The news comes just 
a week after the Weekly 
News revealed that high 
street fashion chain 
M&Co. was looking to 
move into the empty 
shopping space. 

The Ely Traders’ Ass¬ 
ociation had been in¬ 


formed of the plans and 
numerous residents had 
also heard of the prop¬ 
osed move. 

But an M&Co. spokes¬ 
woman said: “I am un¬ 
able to comment on any 
moves that M&Co. is 
said to be making. But 
we were not aware Tesco 
was looking at occupy¬ 
ing the site." 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council con¬ 
firmed the authority had 


received Tesco’s plann¬ 
ing applications. 

A spokesman added: 
“The applications are 
currently out to consult¬ 
ation as part of the 
normal planning pro¬ 
cess. 

“As the property is 
already a retail unit, 
there would be no need 
to apply for planning 
permission for selling 
food, clothing, electrical 
goods and furniture.” 


A spokeswoman from 
Tesco said: “We have a 
legal interest in the old 
Woolworths in Ely and 
are currently in discuss¬ 
ions with the administ¬ 
rators to take an over¬ 
riding lease.”

A LANDOWNER could be fined 
£20,000 after failing to remove 
unauthorised works from an Ely 
beauty spot. 

Jeremy Tyrrell, the owner of Roswell Pits, 
now faces “formal” action from East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

Last year, council officers issued an 
enforcement notice after Mr Tyrrell built 
concrete roads, ditches and mooring points 
at the site near Prickwillow Road. 

The notice required the permanent 
removal of all concrete slabs and hardcore, 
as well as all installed services such as 
electricity, gas, water and CCTY 

Mr Tyrrell lodged an appeal against the 
notice but it was dismissed by a planning 
inspector and a deadline of October 1 was 
set for the remedial work. 

But the works at the pits, which have 
recently been labelled a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI), have not been 
removed. 

The Local Campaigners for the Protection 
of Rural Ely (LCPRE), who have fought Mr 
Tyrrell’s plans for a marina on the site, are 
furious that the area has not been restored. 

Liz Hunter, vice-chairman of the group, 
said: “We are devastated about this - the pits 
are an important place for both people and 
wildlife. 

“We feel very disappointed and hoped Mr 
Tyrrell would have made progress in clearing 
the site. There was a deadline set for bringing 
this habitat back to its former glory and that 
has now been breached.” 

When the enforcement notice was issued, 
Mr Tyrrell was told that failure to comply 
with it could see him hit with a £20,000 fine. 

The council also has the right to do the 
work and pursue him for the cost. 

But Mr Tyrrell was defiant and told the 
Weekly News : “I haven’t done anything 
wrong here. Our planners are in contact with 
the district council and we are looking at 
regularising the situation with a formal 
planning application.” 

Giles Hughes, the council’s head of 
planning and economic development, said: 
“The notice required the permanent 
removal of various items including cabling, 
pipework, concrete slabs and hardcore 
which had been installed without planning 
permission. 

“An appeal against the notice by the owner 
was dismissed by a planning inspector and a 
deadline of October 1 was set for the 
remedial work to be completed. 

“The council takes unauthorised works in 
the countryside very seriously and as such is 
now considering its formal options.”

Call for card to 
cut drink crime 


DRINKERS should have to 
get a licence to enjoy their 
favourite tipple - and could 
lose it if they over-indulge, 
says a prospective MP. 

John Cowan, Labour parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for South East 
Cambridgeshire, says the swipe 
card-style licence would also 
reduce the crime costs associated 
with alcohol consumption. 

Introducing the idea on Labour 
networking site, LabourList, Mr 
Cowan said his scheme could lead 
to a “better functioning society”. 

The licence would work in the 
same way as a driving licence. 
People would carry the card with 
them and swipe it every time they 
bought alcohol or tobacco. 

Drinkers who got into trouble 
for being drunk and disorderly 
and other minor crimes would 
receive a fixed penalty notice and 
have three points endorsed on 
their card. 

Monitored in places such as 
supermarkets and pubs, those 
who commit more serious off¬ 
ences would have their card 
endorsed with even more points

and once the limit had been 
exceeded, the card owner would 
be disqualified from buying 
alcohol or tobacco. 

Mr Cowan said: “Most people are 
responsible users and are able to 
have a few drinks and enjoy them¬ 
selves without causing damage to 
others or the environment. 

“However, not all drinkers and 
users of other substances are able 
to handle their use of booze in 
such a responsible manner. 

“For a long time the Govern¬ 
ment has controlled motorists 
with a system of licences where 
people enjoy the right and free¬ 
dom to drive, as long as they 
conform to certain rules.” 

But some publicans criticised 
the idea. 

Debbie Bartlett, owner of The 
Townhouse on Ely’s Market Street, 
said: “This would just be another 
thing that we publicans have to 
monitor. 

“I really don’t think it would 
work in practice, as how can we 


check their licences every time 
they come for a drink? 

“This would not stop young¬ 
sters from binge-drinking in their 
local park.” 

Maureen Thomson, manager¬ 
ess of The Hereward, in Ely, said: 
“There is no way we could check 
every customer like this and I 
don’t see how it could be en¬ 
forced. 

Sarah Hemingway, manager of 
The Regal, in Cambridge, said: “I 
had 5,000 people through my door 
on Saturday, so how on earth 
would we have the time to check 
every one of those? 

“In my opinion, it is ridiculous. 

“We need to support Pubwatch 
more and get more police out on 
to the streets to tackle binge 
drinking.”

Where is the 
cultural plan? 

Sir, On Saturday, I attended one of the 
consultation sessions at the Lamb 
Hotel on the proposed Ely 
Masterplan. Although it was well laid 
out and the officers were friendly and 
welcoming, I was disappointed that 
no councillors were present to 
answer questions. 

For me, the thing that was missing 
from the plan was any mention of 
how art and culture facilities would 
be developed over the next few years. 
Councillors must understand that 
people expect more from life than 
sport and shopping (which was all 
that was mentioned under leisure) in 
a city like Ely, particularly as the 
population increases. 

I would believe in the Masterplan and 
its ambitious vision more if I could 
see evidence of the present council 
looking after the visual arts now 
(making sure we retain the Babylon 
Gallery, for instance), before I can get 
excited about the future. 

At the consultation session we were 
given a rather handsome book (how 
much did that cost, I wonder?) to 
further aid us in our understanding.

Bypass scheme 
is a non-starter 

Sir, I must welcome East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
leader Fred Brown’s recent assertion 
of his willingness to tackle the issue 
of congestion at Ely Station - and 
about time too! (No growth without 
bypass - Letters, October 1). 

This congestion problem has been 
festering for years while he and his 
Conservative colleagues have 
doggedly and obsessively pushed for 
a grandiose road scheme that has 
been repeatedly refused Government 
funding. 

The scheme they have proposed 
since 2002 was doomed from the 
start, with its absurdly high viaduct 
across the railway and river attracting 
condemnation from English Heritage 
and others. 

The latest “nail in its coffin” was the 
East of England Regional Assembly 
ranking it 117th out of the 119 
schemes submitted for the region 
and the Government Inspector 
examining the district council’s core 
strategy stating that it “could be very 
harmful to Ely’s setting” and that 
“alternative solutions which would 
have less damaging effects need to be 
re-evaluated”. 

I, and others, have been calling for 
more realistic and affordable 
alternatives to be considered for 
years, while the costs of the current 
scheme have spiralled from £15m to 
£27m. 

However, every suggestion to 


potentially improve traffic flow has 
been dismissed out of hand by the 
scheme’s advocates because of the 
Catch 22 position that any 
improvement in traffic flows at the 
station would weaken the already 
dubious economic case for the 
bypass. 

I wholeheartedly agree that we need 
to examine all the alternatives here 
and work together to improve traffic 
flow at the station crossing, I have 
been trying to do this for years. 
However, tide Conservative 
administrations at both county and 
district level must start by realising 
that, even if some kind of bypass is 
the solution, the current bypass 
scheme being proposed is an 
unrealistic non-starter. 

I think Cllr Brown is beginning to see 
this, I just hope he is able to persuade 
his fellow Conservatives at the 
county council. The current scheme 
is part of the problem, not the 
solution, and we have all suffered 
long enough!

Concerns over 
GP care plans 


WHEN people are asked 
what they want from an 
out-of-hours GP, what will 
they be most concerned 
about? 

Cambridgeshire patients’ 
opinions might be coloured by the 
death of Manea resident David 
Gray, who died after being given 10 
times the recommended dose of a 
painkilling drug by German- 
registered doctor Daniel Ubani. 

Ubani was working his first-ever 
UK shift on behalf of private 
contractor Take Care Now (TCN) - 
given a contract for out-of-hours 
care by NHS Cambridgeshire - and 
admitted he was tired by the 
commute from his home country. 

Cambridgeshire residents are set 
to be asked a series of questions 
on what they want from the 
county’s revamped out-of-hours 
service - to be simplified and 
come through one or two 
providers, rather than the four 
working under the current system. 

But the questions of what sort of 
group should provide the care - a 
private company or not-for-profit 
group - and where the doctors 
should come from are not among 
those posed in NHS

Cambridgeshire’s draft public 
consultation. 

With the Care Quality Comm¬ 
ission (CQC) criticising NHS 
Cambridgeshire and other trusts 
for failing to monitor the prop¬ 
ortion of shifts covered by non¬ 
local GPs, the chairman of the 
county’s health scrutiny comm¬ 
ittee wants clear action. 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock said: “I 
think people should be asked for 
their views on where the doctors 
will come from. And I would go a 
step further. On the back of this 
report from the Care Quality 
Commission, I think we as a 
Primary Care Trust area should 
say: ‘You do not bring in any sort 
of doctors from outside the UK.’ 
We don’t want unknown quantities 
coming in exhausted after 
commuting from Poland, the 
Czech Republic or anywhere else.” 

Cllr Heathcock says the scrutiny 
committee will look in detail at the 
contract with new providers that 
NHS Cambridgeshire produces - 
before the deal is signed. 

At present, local GP group 
Camdoc provides the service for 


Cambridge and South Camb¬ 
ridgeshire, Huntsdoc covers 
Huntingdonshire and TCN is 
responsible for East Cambridge¬ 
shire and Fenland. 

Following the death of Mr Gray, 
the CQC investigated five areas 
where TCN provided care. 

In an interim report, CQC chief 
executive Cynthia Bower said: 
“Our visits to the five trusts that 
commission TCN’s services 
showed they are only scratching 
the surface in terms of how they 
are routinely monitoring the 
quality of out-of-hours services. If 
their monitoring is not robust 
enough, they may not be in a 
position to spot early indications 
of potential problems or poor 
care.” 

Chris Banks, chief executive of 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said of the 
CQC’s report: “We accept in full 
their recommendations and have 
already put in place strong 
performance management of TCN 
and are working with our other 
out-of-hours providers to ensure a 
safe out-of-hours service across 
Cambridgeshire.” 

Mr Gray’s family are taking civil 
action against Ubani, NHS 
Cambridgeshire and TCN.

“It is fair to say that Mr Ashbury was 
extremely intoxicated at the time and in 
police interview, he told them what he had 
drunk through the night. 

“There was a brawl between six or seven 
males in the city centre at around 2.40am. 

“CCTV shows Mr Ashbury arguing with 
some of the men, including one in a white 
T-shirt. There is some physical contact 
and he is assaulted, causing him to fall to 
the floor. 

“Police arrived on the scene and did not 
know who had done what but as they 
stood there, Mr Ashbury leaned over one 
of the officer’s shoulder and punched a 
man in the face. 

“That was when he was arrested.” 

Ashbury, of Capulet Close, Eaton Socon, 

St. Neots, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
affray at Ely Magistrates’ Court last week. 

But David Potter, mitigating, said his 
client was just being “stupid in drink”. 

Mr Potter added: “If he hadn’t drunk so 
much, he would never have ended up in 
court. He had been out celebrating with 
friends and just took it too far. 

“He was also assaulted, which made 
him retaliate, but there was no severe 
violence used.” 

Sue Thompson, presiding magistrate, 
said: “Celebrations can be ruined by too 
much celebrating and you need to know 
when to stop.” 

Ashbury was fined £200 and ordered to 
pay £100 court costs.

Ait centre delay 
angers parents 


CONSTRUCTION of a multi¬ 
million pound arts complex 
at one of the region's most 
prestigious schools is run¬ 
ning behind schedule. 

Pupils at The King’s School Ely 
will not be moving into their new 
£3.5million drama centre until 
Christmas. 

Having been granted planning 
permission in May, the school had 
been hoping to start using the new 
facility by September. 

But the centre’s developers, Hay- 
mills Construction, went into 
administration in August. The 
company has since been bought 
out by VINCI Construction UK 
Limited, but parents have been told 
the opening date of the new comp¬ 
lex has been pushed back. 

A mother at the school, who did 
not wish to be named, told the

Weekly News : “We were told this 
amazing new complex was going to 
be up and running by the start of 
the autumn term. 

“I think it’s a bit of a joke really 
and there are many other parents 
furious about the delay. 

“I know the developers went bust 
in the summer, but the firm was 
taken over very quickly. It should 
not have put the project back this 
much.” 

Another parent said: “I’m angry 
because my daughter was excited 
about this. 

“I don’t see how the school can 
blame Haymills going bust for the 
delay, as it was taken over literally 
as soon as it went into administ¬ 
ration.” 

The new complex is being built 


in the same quadrangle as the 
Gibson Music School and the 
Hayward Theatre. 

With it will come an extension to 
the theatre, a redeveloped drama 
school, two studios, seminar space, 
costume store and outdoor storage 
space. 

Sue Freestone, the school’s head¬ 
mistress, was unavailable for 
comment. 

But a school spokesman said: 
“The school never gave a specific 
date as to when the new complex 
would be completed. 

“The head informed parents of 
the delays in the school newsletter, 
which highlighted that the devel¬ 
opers had gone into administ¬ 
ration. 

“We have had no comments or 
complaints from any parents about 
the issue and the centre should be 
open by Christmas.” 


It’s big, blue and is 
rolling into your area. 
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‘My finger could 
have been saved’

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A MAN whose finger was 
ripped off in a freak acci¬ 
dent was told there was no 
ambulance to help him - so 
kept the severed digit in a 
crisp packet as he was 
driven to hospital. 

Peter Austin’s finger was ripped 
off at the knuckle when he caught 
his ring, as he jumped from a win¬ 
dow, trying to help his girlfriend 
get into her home. 

Despite his agony, East of Engl¬ 
and Ambulance Service staff failed 
to call back after the initial 999 call. 

When his horrified girlfriend 
managed to get through again, 10 
minutes later, she was told they 
should drive from her home, in 
Sutton, to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge. 

Mr Austin, 20, had to put the 
severed part of his finger in a crisp 
packet as he was driven to the 
hospital by his mother. 

Surgeons could not immediately 
reattach the severed finger. Al¬ 
though they managed to do so a 
few weeks later - after it was sewn 
inside Mr Austin’s armpit to get a 
blood supply - the finger is now an 
inch short and he cannot move his 
hand. 

Mr Austin fears his work as a 
builder is under threat. He said: 
“The doctors said that the longer 
the finger is left, the worse it gets. 

“If I could have got that on ice, 
got it seen to, it could have been 
saved.” 

Mr Austin added: “I’ve worked 
since I was 15, paid taxes, never 
been on the dole. I deserve some¬ 
thing from them (the ambulance 
service) from what I have paid. 

“The one time I needed them, 
they didn’t come to help me. I 


severed the whole of my finger - I 
needed someone there.” 

The incident follows criticism of 
the EEAS’s response to John 
Stevens, who suffered serious head 
injuries in an alleged street attack 
in Cambridge. Mr Stevens waited 
20 minutes for an ambulance to 
travel 14 miles from Horseheath. 
He died in hospital the following 
day. 

Mr Austin was with his girl¬ 
friend, Bobbie Tillyard, when the 
accident happened at about 
8.45pm on Friday, August 28. 

Ms Tillyard had forgotten the 
key to her house, so Mr Austin 
climbed up to unlock a first-floor 
window 

He said: “As I jumped off, I got 
my ring caught on the ledge of the 


window. I looked down and saw 
the glimmer of my ring on the 
floor. I didn’t really believe it. I 
looked at my finger and there was 
nothing left. It was bone all the 
way down to the knuckle.” 

As he blacked out from the pain, 
Ms Tillyard dialled 999. 

She was told an adviser would 
call back. After hearing nothing for 
10 minutes, they called again and 
were advised to drive to hospital. 

Mr Austin said: “My girlfriend 
said she was told they were all on 
emergency calls.” 

An EEAS spokeswoman said: 
“We are continuing an invest¬ 
igation into our response to this 
case. When the outcome is avail¬ 
able, we will be talking to the 
family.”

No stolen machinery was 
identified at the sale. 

RCAT Sergeant Chris Balmer said: 
“We were surprised to find out how 


many people there were pleased to 
see us making comments about how 
everyone should be expected to pay 
the same amount for petrol. 

“We will be looking to hold similar 
events in the future in an effort to 
reassure the rural community and 
protect those making an honest living 
in the county.” 
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New ‘hub’ to help those with debt problems 


ADVICE experts in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are witnessing a 
major increase in calls about 
debt - and they have now 
launched a new project to 
help. 

The county’s Citizens 
Advice Bureaux said one in 
three of all the cases it 
handles was debt-related - 
an increase of 30 per cent 
from last year. 

The statistics were dis¬ 
closed last week at the launch 
of Advicehub, a new project 
aimed at giving people in 
Cambridgeshire better access 
to free legal advice. 

It will use ‘mini hubs’ a- 
round the county, touch¬ 
screen kiosks and online 
technology to provide inform¬ 
ation for people in need. 

It is backed by funding 


from the Big Lottery Fund, 
and the launch at 
Cambridge’s Emmanuel 
College-chaired by BBC 
Radio Cambridgeshire pre¬ 
senter Antonia Brickell - was 
attended by staff from CAB 
branches, health chiefs, busi¬ 
ness leaders and local 
council representatives. 

Linda Hutchinson, 
manager of Fenland CAB, 
said: “CABs in 
Cambridgeshire are seeing 
more and more people who 
have worked all their lives 
and have never previously 
been in a position of needing 
to claim benefits or being un¬ 
able to pay their bills. 

“The impacts of this rec¬ 
ession are touching people 
from the entire social spect¬ 
rum. Nationally, the increase 


in people seeking Job- 
Seekers’ 

Allowance after losing their 
jobs is 99 per cent. In Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which is 
traditionally seen as an 
affluent area, the increase is 
a staggering 282 per cent on 
last year’s figures.” 

In the first three months of 
last year, CAB advisers dealt 
with 5,972 debt inquiries - in 
the first quarter of this year, 
the figure climbed to 7,638, 
up 28 per cent. 

A CAB spokeswoman said: 
“Debt causes real hardship to 


families, leading to reposs¬ 
ession of homes and home¬ 
lessness, harassment by 
creditors, pressure from 
bailiffs and the fear of not 
knowing what will happen 
next. A rise in stress and 
mental health problems 
caused by debt and 
unemployment is being seen 
by GPs. 

“Effective debt advice via 
the CAB service not only re¬ 
moves this pressure, enabling 
families to regain control of 
their finances, but also elim¬ 
inates the economic burden 
on local authorities of dealing 
with homeless families. 

“Action taken by the CAB 
service has enabled people to 
avoid repossession - it is 
helping around 15 families a 
week to keep their homes.”

A VET who caused a man's death 
while drink-driving has been 
warned over his future conduct 
by a disciplinary panel. 

Soham vet Peter Hanlon was convicted 
in 2006 of causing death by careless 
driving while under the influence of 
alcohol. 

His car had drifted across the road and 
collided with an oncoming vehicle driven 
by James Barber, who was accompanied 


by his wife, Ivy. Mr Barber was 
pronounced dead at the scene. Both Mrs 
Barber and Mr Hanlon were injured. 

At the initial hearing of the disciplinary 
committee of the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons, Hanlon admitted 
the conviction and the charge that it 
rendered him unfit to practise veterinary 
surgery. 

The committee decided to postpone its 
judgment for two years on the agreement 


that Hanlon would undertake to abstain 
from alcohol and to submit quarterly 
medical reports and six-monthly CPD 
(continuing professional development) 
reports. 

At the resumed hearing, the committee 
considered Mr Hanlon’s submissions, and 
accepted he had fully complied with 
these undertakings. 

He had abstained from alcohol since 
the day after the accident, produced an 


“exemplary” CPD record and provided 
impressive reports from his employers. 

In addition, Mr Hanlon, who spent 
around 14 months in prison and rem¬ 
ained on licence until July this year, also 
reiterated to the committee his remorse 
for the death of Mr Barber and respect for 
his family. 

If Mr Hanlon does anything to bring his 
profession into disrepute, he could end 
up back in front of the committee.

Villages set 
to get extra 
cash boost 


SMALL villages in the Ely area 
could benefit from a much- 
needed cash injection.

He said: “Growth in our major towns 
has brought many benefits to East 
Cambridgeshire with new parks and 
infrastructure built for the new homes. 

“However growth can have many 
knock on effects to the many small

villages in our district, for example the 
growth of Burwell has undoubtedly had 
an affect on Reach, so why shouldn’t the 
village receive some of the money we 
have negotiated from developers.” 

Cllr Michael Allan, who campaigned 
on local parishes’ behalf, said: “There are 
many small villages in East Cambridge¬ 
shire which have every right to benefit 
from the growth we saw before the 
recession came. 

“The money negotiated by the council 
from developers will make a big diff¬ 
erence to these communities. 

“Whether it is to upgrade community 
facilities, play areas or local attractions, 
the money will make a long lasting 
difference to the areas where we live. 

“I would encourage anyone with a 
suitable project to get in touch with the 
council as soon as they can, especially in 
these difficult economic times.”

Some shrubs easier 
to move than others 


A s you tidy up your 
beds and borders 
this autumn, take a 
look at what has 
overgrown its allocated 
spot and also what didn't 
work in a particular place 
this year. 

Late autumn is a good time to 
move large shrubs and other 
plants, while they are dormant, 
to more suitable places or even 
into pots until you can decide 
where you want them to go. 

The ones which are most 
easily moved are those with 
fibrous roots - masses of thin 
roots which don’t go very deeply 
in to the soil. You can dig right 
underneath the root system and 
it doesn’t matter if a few roots 
are broken, as there will be 
plenty of others left to take hold 
and become established. 

Shrubs that are easy to move 
include camellia, Mexican 
orange blossom (Choisya 
ternata), dogwood, broom, 
heather, forsythia, fuchsia, hebe, 
spiraea, rosemary, mock orange 
(Philadelphus), kerria and 
hydrangea. 

Before you start, decide where 
you want the shrub to grow and 
dig the ground where you are 
going to plant, adding some 
bulky organic matter. 

Dig a circular trench around 
the shrub with a radius of 
between 30 and 45cm (12-18in) 
depending on the size of the 
shrub and keep digging down 
until you reach the end of the 
roots. Then push the spade 
under the shrub and lever it 
gently to ease out the remaining 
roots. You may have to do the 
same on the other side and go 
round the shrub several times 
before it lifts out. 

Once the shrub is completely 
loose, rock it forwards, away 
from you, and place a large piece 
of sacking or heavy duty 
polythene sheeting underneath 
it. Then rock the plant towards 
you and manoeuvre the sacking 
underneath it so that the shrub 
is in the centre of it. Tie the 
sacking tightly around the 
rootball and lift the whole thing 
out, before giving it a good 
water. 

It’s best to transfer the shrub 
straight away. Dig a hole slightly 
larger than the rootball and put 
the shrub in it, ensuring that it’s 
at exactly the same level in the 
soil as it was before. If it’s too 
low, put some more soil in the 
bottom of the hole. If it’s too 
high, make the hole a bit deeper. 

Once you have a perfect 
position, slide the sacking out 
from underneath the shrub and 
mix a handful of blood, fish and 
bonemeal in with some of the 
soil you’ve dug out, using it to fill 
in the hole and give the shrub a 
good soaking. 

Firm the plant in gently with 
your heel, to take up any air 
pockets. 

Shrubs which are more 
difficult to move include 
buddleia, the smoke bush

(Cotinus coggygria), berberis, 
weigela, lilac and flowering 
currant (Ribes). 

Shrubs with tap roots, which 
grow very deep and have fewer 
roots, are more difficult to move 
as it’s harder to dig them out and 
if you damage the roots there 
will be fewer to establish 
themselves in their new 
position. 

If you are determined to move 
a prize shrub which has tap 
roots, dig a wide trench around 
it, filling it with organic matter 
and leave it for 12 months. 

That way it will produce new 
roots which grow out into the 
organic matter, so that it forms a 
new, stronger rootball which will 
compensate if you snap the tap 
root when you lift the shrub out. 

Once you have replanted your 
shrub, keep it well watered until 
it has established itself and add 
a layer of organic mulch to 
protect it over the winter 
months. 

PLANT OF THE WEEK 
Sea holly (Eryngium) 

These striking architectural 
plants are best grown in full sun 
in dry, gritty soil and are 
therefore ideal for coastal 
gardens. They lift any border, 
forming basal rosettes of leaves 
that are often prickly, with 
attractive silvery-white veins. 
From midsummer until early 
autumn they bear branching 
stems of round or cone-shaped 
violet-blue flowers with narrow 
grey-blue bracts which are good 
for drying. Smaller varieties can 
be grown in rock gardens, while 
taller ones go well in the 
herbaceous border, where their 
skeletal forms can be 
appreciated throughout winter. 
Protect sea hollies from 
excessive winter wet, especially 
in cold or exposed gardens. 
Plants can be divided in spring. 
Eryngiums make up a large 
group of annuals, biennials and 
deciduous and evergreen 
perennials. 

Good varieties include E. x 
tripartitum, a perennial which 
grows up to 90cm (3ft), and E. x 
oliverianum, which has dark 
green spiny leaf rosettes, blue 
stems, and flowers from 
midsummer to early autumn. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Cranberries 

Ever since Delia 
recommended cranberries to 
her fans there has been 
increased interest in these small 
red fruits which make the most 
delicious jellies and cordials. 
They are low-growing, evergreen 
hardy shrubs which need acid 


soil, but do well in pots or raised 
beds where garden soil doesn’t 
have a low enough pH or is not 
boggy enough for their survival. 

Buy young plants and set them 
30cm (12in) apart, in a sunny 
spot, to eventually merge to form 
a good ground cover crop. They 
need little maintenance, just 
clipping back to ensure they stay 
compact and bushy. If you don’t 
have many berries, apply a liquid 
ericaceous fertiliser in mid¬ 
spring and water the plants with 
rain water when you can, 
keeping the soil moist. 

Once fruits have been picked 
in the autumn, before the first 
frosts, tidy them up by giving the 
plants a trim. 

THREE WAYS TO: 

Ripen green tomatoes 

1. Spread them in a cardboard 
box with a ripe apple or banana 
and put the box somewhere 
warm. Alternatively, put them in 
a paper bag with a ripening fruit 
and stick it in a drawer. 

2. If a frost is forecast, gently lift 
the whole plant and hang it 
upside down in a garage or cellar 
where temperatures are above 
freezing. 

3. Place up to four large 
tomatoes in a jar or bag along 
with a ripening fruit and then 
seal it. Beware that the 
combination of moisture and 
warmth can encourage mould so 
it is best to put holes in the bag 
or regularly open and check the 
jar. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

■ Place dustbins full of water 
under greenhouse staging. They 
warm up during the day, 
releasing their heat at night and 
act as storage heaters. 

■ Plant out hardy primulas 
raised from seed or divisions. 

■ Harvest cobnuts, hazelnuts 
and filberts when husks begin to 
yellow, but before they start 
dropping. 

■ Continue to pick fast maturing 
vegetables, such as French 
beans, runner beans, courgettes, 
cucumbers, peppers and 
tomatoes, to prevent them 
becoming stringy, tough or 
bitter. 

■ Where grass growth is thin and 
sparse, over-seed now with a 
suitable grass seed mixture. 

■ Lift onions and shallots once 
the foliage has started to die 
back. 

■ Take cuttings of rosemary, 
lavender, bay and hyssop. 

■ Take hardwood cuttings from 
gooseberry bushes to increase 
stock. 

■ Sow sweet peas in a cold frame 
or the greenhouse for early 
summer blooms next year. 

■ Plant new perennials while the 
soil is still warm, but moisture 
levels are increasing. 

■ Wait for the first frosts to hit 
dahlias and cannas before lifting 
the tubers or rhizomes. 

■ Buy spring-flowering bedding 
plants, such as bellis, primula, 
wallflowers, and violas.

Scrappage extended 


THE Government this week 
announced a £100 million 
increase to the vehicle 
scrappage scheme, to build 
on its success in boosting 
consumer demand. 

So far 227,750 orders have 
been placed through the 
scheme. The increased funding 
enables the scheme to fund a 
further 100,000 vehicles, 
bringing total budget to £400 
million and covering up to 
400,000 vehicles in total. The 
extension continues as a 
Government and manufacturer 
partnership, with matched 
funding providing the £2,000 
discount for each scrappage 
order. 

Alongside the increased 
funding the Government will 
work with manufacturers to 
extend the benefits to van 
owners with vehicles over eight 


years old rather than the 
current 10-year requirement. 
Car owners will also get a 
boost, with the age 
qualification changed by six 
months to extend the benefits 
to cars registered on or before 
February 29 2000 (V 

registration). The scheme will 
come to an end in February 
2010 or when the funding runs 
out, whichever is sooner. 

Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson said: “This is not a 
blank cheque to the auto 
manufacturers but recognition 
that there is still a short-term 
challenge to boost demand and 
confidence in the sector.” 

Volvo, Nissan and Kia were 
among those to applaud the 
extension. In general the 
dealership chain and the car 
manufacturing sector have 
been highly enthusiastic about 
the extension. 


Criticism of the scheme has 
centred on the fact that the 
UK’s garage and parts firms will 
experience a significant 
downturn in their business as 
thousands of older cars 
disappear from UK roads. 

One of the UK’s leading car 
parts suppliers claims garage 
repair shops are closing down 
at an unprecedented rate. A 
survey by Car Parts Direct 
revealed 28 per cent of garage 
owners believed they were 
unlikely to be able to survive 
the next two years as a result of 
the scrappage scheme. 

The scheme has resulted in 
227,500 cars, some in perfectly 
good condition, being 
scrapped. Another 175,000 face 
a similar fate over the next six 
months. 

For repair shops, MoT 
centres and car parts suppliers 
it’s bad news. Cars over 10 


years old are the vehicles most 
likely to need to be serviced 
and repaired, lob losses are 
“inevitable”. 

Mark Cornwall of Car Parts 
Direct said: “We should be 
tightening our belts rather than 
throwing money away like 
this.”
